At one time there
was some hopes of aid from General Kuropatkin
though even that was slight ever after the battle of
NanShan. But that hope, too, is dead. It has been
Killed, either by the prowess of Oyama or by the
Bamdering of Alexieff and Jilinsky. Kuropatkin
Mas done its best. But even the gods eontend in vain
against stupidity—such as Alexieff’s. A high type
of walor has been shown by General Stoessel and hig
eomrades in their gallant defense of the place. Those
o inelined may consider which is the more admir-
able, #he stubborn valor which holds out to the end
and dies in the last diteh, or the diseretion which
meels terms when longer resistanee is seen to be vain.
